‘Straight 

shooter’ 

mourned 

Comrades-in-arms 
remember local soldier 


Comrades of the latest 
Canadian soldier to die 
while on the mission to 
Afghanistan remember 
Cpl. Darren Fitzpatrick as a 
straight shooter — in all 
senses of the term. 

“He was very, very good 
— especially with a rifle. He 
was an amazing shot,” said 
Cpl. Cole Prier, a fellow 
member of the Edmonton- 
based 3rd Battalion, 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry, who went 
through all his training 
with the 21-year-old in¬ 
fantryman. 

But Fitzgerald’s friends 
valued him for much more 
than his military skills. 

“He was a very honest in¬ 
dividual,” Prier recalled yes¬ 
terday. 

“If you asked him a ques¬ 
tion, you got a straight an¬ 
swer. He was a very genuine 
person. You knew how he 
felt about everything be¬ 
cause he let you know.” 

Fitzgerald suffered exten¬ 
sive lower-body trauma 
March 6 when an impro¬ 
vised explosive device went 
off in Afghanistan’s Zhari 
district. 

Lt.-Col. Peter Dawe, com¬ 
manding officer of the 3 PP- 
CLI, said Fitzgerald had 
been helping provide secu¬ 
rity to a group of fellow 
Canadian soldiers working 
as mentors with the Afghan 
National Army. The Canadi-

ans were on a “presence pa¬ 
trol,” in which soldiers walk 
through Afghanistan’s nar¬ 
row alleyways and dusty 
roads making as much con¬ 
tact with locals as they can 
in an effort to build ties 
with Afghan civilians. 

Such patrols are relatively 
common. But on this one, 
the explosive device deto¬ 
nated. 

Fitzgerald’s comrades 
patched him up enough in 
the field that he made it to 
the hospital at Kandahar 
Airfield, then to the U.S. 
military hospital in Land- 
stuhl, Germany. He was 
transferred last Friday to 
the University of Alberta 
Hospital in Edmonton, 
where he died the next day 
surrounded by his family. 

Dawe said the family is 
grateful to all those — from 
soldiers in the field to civil¬ 
ian staff in Edmonton — 
who performed “medical 
miracles” in keeping 
Fitzgerald alive those extra 
weeks. He said “Fitz” was 
never one to give up easily.

A 16-year-old girl has 
come forward to police al¬ 
leging her dance 
instructor sexually assault¬ 
ed her almost a year ago.

“This is what I would 
classify as a serious sexual 
assault,” said Strathcona 
RCMP Const.

charged with sexual as¬ 
sault and sexual exploita¬ 
tion. 

The girl contacted 
Strathcona County RCMP 
on March 6 and that’s 
when investigation began. 

“There’s no evidence at 
this point to suggest there 
are multiple victims or 
that there’s anything more 
involved other than what 


we have to this point,” 
Heniy said. 

“We are encouraging 
anyone who was associat¬ 
ed with this person or has 
any knowledge of any oth¬ 
er offences to definitely 
contact their local police 
agency.” 

Heniy said the girl wait¬ 
ed until she was ready be¬ 
fore coming forward to po¬ 
lice.

Canadian TV subscribers 
were put on a pedestal 
yesterday, with both 
cabinet and the broadcast 
regulator lavishing 
attention on how to 
protect the ordinary, 
cash-strapped consumer. 

The Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 


said it would like to see a 
new, self-regulated, inde¬ 
pendent customer-com¬ 
plaints body within the 
cable and satellite indus¬ 
try. 

It would also like a gov¬ 
ernment awareness cam¬ 
paign to tell people about 
the country’s transition to 
digital TV signals in the 


summer of 2011. Many

pinned down on the abor¬ 
tion question. 

The survey of 1,008 
Canadians was conducted 
March 18-21 and is consid¬ 
ered accurate within 3.1 
percentage points.

Military slaps ban 
on injury reporting 


Afghanistan The Canadian 
militaiy has quietly 
stopped reporting when 
soldiers are wounded on 
the battlefield and will in¬ 
stead deliver annual statis¬ 
tics to the public. 

The stark policy shift is 
described as a deliberate 
attempt to keep the Tal¬ 
iban in the dark. 

The weekend death of 
Cpl. Darren Fitzpatrick in 
an Edmonton trauma cen¬ 
tre brought the directive to 
the forefront. The 21-year- 
old was mortally wounded 
in a previously unreported 
March 6 roadside 
bombing. 

Fitzpatrick, of 
3rd Battalion 
Princess Patri¬ 
cia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry, 
was on a foot pa¬ 
trol with Afghan sol¬ 
diers when the blast oc¬ 
curred in the volatile Zhari 
district, west of Kandahar. 

In a written statement 


late yesterday, Canada's 
task force commander, 
Brig.-Gen. Dan Menard, 
said the directive was nec¬ 
essary. 

The army does not want 
militants “to link the num¬ 
ber of wounded with any 
particular incident,” he 
said. 

“If the insurgents knew 
how many soldiers were 
wounded in each particu¬ 
lar incident, they could use 
this information to im¬ 
prove their tactics in the 
future and cause more 
Canadian casualties.”

Eight children die in 
school knife massacre 


Pattern of attacks in China 


A former medical worker 
stabbed to death eight 
young children and 
wounded five others yes¬ 
terday in a bloody 
rampage outside an 
elementary school in east¬ 
ern China. 

The 41-year-old attacker 
struck in the morning as 
students arrived for classes, 
mingling with parents at 
the school gates before sud¬ 
denly pulling out his knife 
and slashing children, ac¬ 
cording to witnesses inter¬ 
viewed on local television. 

In the aftermath, doctors 
treated small children and 
bodies lay covered in bloody 
sheets after the attack at 
Nanping City Experimental 
Elementaiy School in Fu¬ 
jian province. Police officers 
manned a cordon around 
the school. Some comforted 
distraught parents. 

China has witnessed a se¬ 
ries of school attacks in re¬ 
cent years, most blamed on 
people with personal 
grudges or suffering from 
mental illness. 

The rampage in Nanping 
was finally stopped by 
passersby and school securi¬ 
ty guards and the attacker 


• Recent school attacks 
include a July 2007 assault in 
which a mentally ill man 
wielding a wrench wounded 
18 children and a teacher in a 
kindergarten in southern Chi¬ 
na before fleeing on a motor¬ 
cycle and trying to stab him¬ 
self to death.

A new study that nibbles 
at the roots of modern-day 
overeating finds 52 depic¬ 
tions of the Last Supper 
shows plate size and 
portions increasing dramat¬ 
ically over the past millen¬ 
nium. 

Between the years 1000 
and 2000, the average size 
of the main entree explod¬ 
ed by 69.2 per cent, plates 
grew by 65.6 per cent and 
bread expanded by 23.1 per 
cent, according to research 
by academic siblings Brian 
Wansinlc, a nutritional sci¬ 
ence professor at Cornell 
and author of Mindless Eat¬ 
ing: Why We Eat More than 
We Think, and Craig 
Wansinlc, chair of religious 
studies at Virginia 
Wesleyan College.

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Testing the limits of free speech 



W ho is that blond 
lady and why is 
everyone so 
afraid of her? 
I’m talking about Ann 
Coulter, the right-wing de¬ 
signer pundit from the U.S. 
currently cutting a swath 
through Ontario and head¬ 


ing for Calgaiy, where 
right-wing pundits roam 
freely and the skies are not 
cloudy all day. 

She’s probably the only 
good-looking fashionable 
right-wing pundit in Ameri¬ 
ca, which isn’t hard when 
the competition is Rush 
Limbaugh and Bill O’Reilly. 

But while Coulter looks 
nice, she sure doesn’t sound 
nice. In fact, she writes 
books called Treason, and 
Guilty, and says the nastiest 
things about liberals, or De¬ 
mocrats, as they’re called in 
the U.S. 

Here’s one of the nastiest: 


“Whether they are de¬ 
fending the Soviet Union or 
bleating for Saddam Hus¬ 
sein, liberals are always 
against America. They are 
either traitors or idiots, and 
on the matter of America’s 
self-preservation, the differ¬ 
ence is irrelevant.” 

Woo. Fightin’ words. 

But she’s got a million of 
them, so many, in fact, a 
few have leaked out on her 
scorched earth tour of 
Canada. She told a Muslim 
student at one gathering to 
“get a camel” because she 
should be on a no-fly list, 
and commented that gay 


men can’t throw a baseball 
“without looking like a 
girl.” I can hardly wait until 
she starts to get really com¬ 
fortable in Canada. 

Coulter was in trouble 
even before she got here. 
Her firebrand right-wing 
zingers so worried a VP at 
the University of Ottawa, 
the poor man thought it 
was a good idea to send her 
a pre-emptive note remind¬ 
ing her that in Canada our 
laws on free speech are “dif¬ 
ferent” here and “I there¬ 
fore encourage you to edu¬ 
cate yourself, if need be, as 
to what is acceptable in 


Canada and to do so before 
your planned visit here.” 

You don’t have to be Ann 
Coulter to be offended by 
the patronizing tone of 
that, but she’s something 
else. She has termed her¬ 
self a victim of a “hate 
crime” and will file a com¬ 
plaint to the Human Rights 
Commission. The letter is a 
hate crime, she reasons, 
“or the whole commission 
is BS.” 

Ann Coulter and her fel¬ 
low bigmouths do serve a 
function: They test the lim¬ 
its of freedom of expres¬ 
sion. There’s no one like 


her in this country, not 
even guys like Ezra Levant 
and Mark Steyn, who fly on 
her wing. Everyone here 
has either been cowed into 
politeness by the threat of 
ceaseless official harass¬ 
ment, or honestly believes 
we all have to be nice to 
each other in order to get 
along. 

But freedom is noisy. And 
Ann Coulter, like it or not, 
is the noise that freedom 
makes.

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Stimulus didn't 
help much: 
Fraser Institute 


Think-tank credits private investment 
for Canada's economic recovery 


A prominent think-tank 
says Canadian 
government stimulus 
packages had little to do 
with last year's economic 
recovery, crediting 
private investment and 
increased exports for the 
rebound. 

The Fraser Institute says 
spending packages by both 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments had a minimal 
impact on last year’s im¬ 
provement in Canada’s 
gross domestic product, 
the key measure of eco¬ 
nomic strength. 

The Vancouver-based 
group, which is an advo¬ 
cate of free-market eco¬ 
nomic policies, released a 
report saying stim¬ 
ulus measures 
contributed just 
0.2 per cent to 
GDP growth be¬ 
tween the sec¬ 
ond quarter and 
third quarter of 
2009. 

In contrast, official sta¬ 
tistics indicate the econo¬ 
my grew by 1.1 per cent 
over the same period. 



The report says govern¬ 
ment spending and invest¬ 
ment contributed nothing 
at all to the one per cent 
improvement recorded be¬ 
tween the third quarter 
and fourth quarter. 

The report was compiled 
by analyzing Statistics 
Canada data on the eco¬ 
nomic impact of govern¬ 
ment spending and invest¬ 
ment as well as private sec¬ 
tor activity. 

The institute says its 
findings are not surprising 
considering Ottawa ear¬ 
marked 40 per cent of its 
stimulus funds for infra¬ 
structure projects, which 
take time to implement.

Toyota recalls occurred in '03 


auto The CBC reports that 
Toyota recalled cars in 
2003 because of fears slid¬ 
ing floor mats would jam 
the gas pedal — almost 
seven years before a simi¬ 
lar large-scale recall.

n individual’s ex¬ 
perience, related 
below, provides 
an example of 
why you should 
be careful when you call 
the Ministry of Labour. 

Following her termina¬ 
tion, an individual contact¬ 
ed the provincial Ministry 
of Labour, seeking advice 
about her situation. She 
had not yet contacted a 
lawyer and the ministry 
representative who was 
randomly assigned to pick 
up the phone did not im¬ 
mediately encourage her to 
do so. 

The two spoke at length 
about her matter. The indi¬ 
vidual explained that she 


had not been paid termina¬ 
tion or severance pay, at 
which point she was en¬ 
couraged to make a statuto¬ 
ry complaint. This was the 
first error. 

The Ministry enforces the 
provincial legislation only, 
it does not provide a reme¬ 
dy for common law dam¬ 
ages such as wrongful dis¬ 
missal, which in this case 
actually made up the bulk 
of this person’s claim. 

Without training in em¬ 
ployment law, neither the 
ministry representative nor 
the individual realized 
their mistake. As a long¬ 
term employee, this person 
was entitled to consider¬ 
ably more than what the 
Employment Standards Act 
could offer. 

Although the Ministry 
could easily address and 
then remedy her com¬ 
plaint, this was not the 
problem. It was that once it 
has taken steps to do so, an 
individual loses the right to 
file a wrongful dismissal 


claim. Here, since this per¬ 
son’s damages were in ex¬ 
cess of the statutory mini¬ 
mum, the bulk of her dam¬ 
ages then would be relin¬ 
quished. 

The Ministry has safe¬ 
guards, but they are not al¬ 
ways effective. After most 
complaints are made, the 
Ministry mails the claimant 
a standard form letter ex¬ 
plaining that if the com¬ 
plaint is not withdrawn 
within two weeks, the 
claimant will not be able to 
file a wrongful dismissal 
claim. However, since most 
people will believe, even if 
incorrectly, that they re¬ 
ceived “advice” from the 
Ministry, they are unlikely 
to withdraw their com¬ 
plaint or later pay for a 
lawyer’s time to obtain a 
second opinion. The result 
is that they are then stuck 
with their original claim.

The theme of National En¬ 
gineering Month 2010 is 
“design the future/’ and 
experts say the future is 
getting very big and very 
small. 

John McLaughlin is a pro¬ 
fessor of geomatics engi¬ 
neering at the University of 
New Brunswick. In 2005, he 
chaired a Canadian Acade¬ 
my of Engineering task 
force exploring engineer¬ 


ing’s future. 

He sees engineers tack¬ 
ling massive-scale issues 
like smart continental pow¬ 
er grids that would improve 
energy efficiency and pre¬ 
vent large-scale black outs. 
He also sees engineers go¬ 
ing deeper into nanotech¬ 
nology as they become the 
“doctors of the 21st centu- 
ry” in biomedicine and by 
designing better drugs and 
medical equipment. 

“In the depths of engi¬ 
neering, the way you organ¬ 
ize and address problems at 
massively different scales is 
interesting,” he says. “The 
really interesting stuff is go¬ 
ing on at the intersections 
with other fields.” 

That synthesis will see en¬ 
gineers work in business, 
urban planning, textiles 
and medicine. McLaughlin 
recently met a young avia¬ 
tion engineer who uses her 
masters of fine arts to help 
re-imagine what a corpo¬ 
rate jet could look like. 

The last epoch of engi¬ 


neering saw increasing spe¬ 
cialization in fields like elec¬ 
trical engineering and me¬ 
chanical engineering. “It 
was organized to build a 
modem, industrial state af¬ 
ter (the Second World 
War),” he says. “It’s time to 
bring engineering back to¬ 
gether into some kind of 
holistic vision.” 

It’s also going to get a lot 


more human-focused. 
McLaughlin’s mother-in-law 
is considering a move into a 
nursing home, but she, like 
many seniors, wants to stay 
home as long as she can. 
Currently, that requires ex¬ 
pensive care workers, but in 
the future, engineers could 
design technology to safely 
extend the time seniors can 
spend at home. 


Marie Carter, Engineers 
Canada’s chief operating of¬ 
ficer, sees professional engi¬ 
neers becoming engineers 
of the body. 

“We’ve seen the ability of 
mechanical engineers to 
work with electrical engi¬ 
neers and structural engi¬ 
neers and doctors to build 
advanced prosthetics, 
hearts and to grow tissue,” 


“I know if I was 18 
again and going to 
university, I’d (have 
done) biomedical 
engineering. It is re¬ 
ally interesting.” 
Engineers Canada

she says. “I know if I was 18 
again and going to universi¬ 
ty, I’d (have done) biomed¬ 
ical. It is really interesting.” 

There are also rapid ad¬ 
vances in agricultural engi¬ 
neering, which has helped 
build machines and foods 
that help developing na¬ 
tions feed their people. 
Carter sites GPS technology 
in tractors that allow farm¬ 
ers to harvest grain with ex- 
traordinaiy precision. Food 
storage is also improving, 
thanks to engineers. 

Software engineering is 
another dynamic area. “It’s 
interesting how engineer¬ 
ing has evolved from the de¬ 
signers of the things we see 
and touch and use to the de¬ 
signers of the entire sys¬ 
tem,” Carter says.

Don't forget filters 
during springtime 
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If you are hitting the road this spring, make sure you car is ready. 


Are you ready 
for that road trip? 



S hining up your ride 
is rewarding. But if 
you’re just buffing 
the outside sheet 
metal, wiping down 
the seats, and vacuuming 
the carpets, you’re not fully 
completing your cleaning 
assignment. 

What about the insides of 
your engine, transmission, 
and vent system? It’s hard 
to get a broom inside those 
components; so automotive 
engineers have fitted them 
with five essential filters. 

Let’s quickly review 
where you find these vehi¬ 
cle filters, and how often 
you should change them. 

ENGINE OIL FILTER 

The least expensive filter 
and the one that has the 
most bearing on overall ve¬ 
hicle longevity. Like any fil¬ 
ter, an oil filter can only 
suspend so much stuff. 
When clogged not only is 
its cleaning ability compro¬ 
mised, but also its ability to 
keep the oil flowing 
through the engine at the 
optimum rate. 


Obviously replace the fil¬ 
ter at each oil change. 
Check your owner’s manu¬ 
al or on-board oil monitor¬ 
ing system for oil change 
intervals, but 10K and/or 6 
months would be a prudent 
upper limit. 

ENGINE AIR FILTER 

An engine needs air (or 
more precisely oxygen) to 
combust petroleum. 

Like the clogged oil filter, 
a clogged air filter hinders 
both cleanliness and flow. 
And if airflow is compro¬ 
mised, some fuel can go un- 
bumed — a dirty, power¬ 
robbing, and wasteful out¬ 
come. 

Generally, air filters can 
go about 12 to 18 months, 
or 20-30,000 kms. But have 
it checked at each oil 
change. 

Or do it yourself, by shin¬ 
ing a headlight, flashlight, 
or trouble light through 
one side of the filter. If light 
has trouble getting 
through, your filter is toast. 

FUEL FILTER 

Fitted between the gas 
tank and engine, the fuel 
filter keeps rust, water, dirt, 
etc., from your entering 
your combustion chamber. 

Once again, when these 
things get clogged, both 
cleaning ability and flow 
are compromised. 

If they get really clogged 
you can look forward to 


stalling and hard starting. 

Fuel filters are harder to 
locate; have a mechanic or 
gear-head friend break the 
trail for you. 

Your owner’s manual will 
stipulate when you should 
change them, but history 
has shown us that they usu¬ 
ally last about two years or 
45K. 

TRANSMISSION FILTER 

If there is a filter change 
to leave to the profession¬ 
als, it’s the automatic trans¬ 
mission filter, as it is acces¬ 
sible only when the pan is 
removed. 

Some newer transmis¬ 
sions, especially CVTs, don’t 
have replaceable filters. But 
all need to have their fluids 
changed periodically, which 
is when you should also 
change the filter (if there is 


one). Two years or 50K is a 
ballpark interval for a trans¬ 
mission service — check 
your manual. 

CABIN DUST AND POLLEN 
FILTER 

A lot of people don’t even 
know they have a cabin 
dust and pollen filter, but 
most new cars have them. 
Part of the heating and 
cooling system, they are 
usually fitted around the 
glove box, and can easily be 
checked and replaced by 
non-professionals. 

They are designed to go 
about one year, but no 
harm in checking them 
every oil change.

Minivans are the survivors 
of the auto world. Pundits 
have predicted their 
demise for years, but they 
continue on, and for good 
reason: Nothing beats 
them when you have to 
move a crowd. 

Toyota’s version is the Si¬ 
enna, which will be com¬ 
pletely revised for 2011. 

In the meantime, I took 
a long-distance trip in a 
2010 ffont-wheel-drive CE: 
it’s the base trim line, at 
$29,500. Sienna is the only 
minivan still available with 
all-wheel-drive, but it can 
get expensive, rising to 
$50,980 for the top-line 
model. 

All Sienna models use a 
3.5-litre V6 with five-speed 
automatic transmission. Its 
266 horsepower is the 
highest of its competitors, 
while its official in-city fuel

consumption is the lowest. 
All Siennas also include 
electronic stability control, 
front seat side and curtain 
airbags, dual-zone climate 
control, cruise control, 
heated mirrors, and tire 
pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem. 

The second-row seats 
can be folded in half, tum¬ 
bled forward, or removed 
entirely — they’re easy to 
unlatch, but heavy to lift 
out — while the third-row 
seats fold flat into the car¬ 
go well behind them. 
Chrysler is still the only 
one with second-row seats 
that fold into the floor, but 
the thin foam needed to 
make them work also 
means they get uncomfort¬ 
able very quickly. 

Sienna’s seats, while ini¬ 
tially fine, got very hard at 
about the two-hour point 
of an eight-hour road trip. 
Volkswagen Routan and 


Honda Odyssey still lead 
the pack for long-distance 
comfort. 

Big and roomy, Sienna 
handles like a much small¬ 
er vehicle, with light steer¬ 
ing and a tight turning cir¬ 
cle, important considera¬ 
tions for a vehicle that will 
probably spend much of its 
time in and out of parking 
spots. It stops fine, but the 
brake pedal feels mushy. I 
also found the liftgate 
heavy and hard to close; 
power liftgates are only 


found on the upper-line 
models. 

There is a treasure trove 
of storage cubbies, includ¬ 
ing two that, like on a 
Porsche, are hidden under 
the hinged armrests on the 
front doors. The centre 
stack controls are simple 
to use, and cupholders 
abound. Fit-and-finish 
could be a little better, 
though. 

You can get into a Dodge 
Grand Caravan for much 
less, but Sienna stacks up 


favourably among most of 
its other rivals for price, es¬ 
pecially when looking at 
comparable features — the 
even “base” Sienna still 
contains a long list of 
items. 

Power, performance and 
fuel consumption all rate 
high, along with function¬ 
ality that easily trumps any 
of Toyota’s SUVs or 
crossovers. Minivans may 
not be sexy, but they do ex¬ 
actly what they’re sup¬ 
posed to do.

First, you found the perfect 
partner. 

Then you picked the per¬ 
fect place to tie the knot — 
and it’s somewhere far, far 
away. 

So, what’s next? 

It’s a question more and 
more couples are asking 
these days, according to des¬ 
tination wedding specialist 
Laurie Keith. She says desti¬ 
nation weddings — where 
couples travel to a foreign 
spot for their ceremony — 
account for about 16 per 
cent of all weddings, with 
that number expected to 
rise to 25 per cent in the 
coming years. 

Her company, Romantic 
Planet Vacations, handles 
between 200 and 300 desti¬ 
nation weddings a year, 
with all-inclusive resorts in 
locales such as Mexico, Cu¬ 
ba and the Dominican Re¬ 
public being the most popu¬ 
lar choices. 

But while there’s a ro¬ 
mantic appeal to getting 
married in a special place, 
there are also plenty of 
practical considerations. 

Not to worry, says Keith. 

“There are actually many 
benefits of having a destina¬ 
tion wedding, one being 
saving money on it,” she 
says. 

According to Keith, the 
average wedding in Canada 
costs $26,000, while a desti¬ 
nation wedding usually 
runs the couple only about 
$6,000. The savings general¬ 
ly come from guests paying 
their own way, though 
there are options available 
for the cost-conscious. 

Keith says group dis¬ 
counts are available at most 
resorts, and she’s also seen 


situations where the couple 
pays for part of their guests’ 
expenses. 

Besides, she says, consid¬ 
ering that most Canadians 
will take one trip a year, 
“they can just combine that 
with the trip to visit their 
family or friend at their 
wedding.” 

Once the guest list is sort¬ 
ed out, Keith has some key 
tips for the wandering cou¬ 
ple: Plan as far ahead as you 
can, and consult someone 
who specializes in destina¬ 
tion weddings. 

“Most brides and grooms 
get overwhelmed with all 
the options out there,” she 
says. “We can sit down and 
go through the process of 
asking what their interests 
are, what their budgets are 
(and) what destinations 
they favour.” 

The wedding planner will 
also handle issues such as 


airfare, accommodations 
and travel documents, says 
Keith. But what about the 
most important parts of the 
ceremony, the rings? How 
do they get there? 

Not in your checked lug¬ 
gage, advises Keith. Couples 
should keep those handy at 
all times. She also says most 
airlines offer closet space to 
store wedding dresses dur¬ 
ing transport, though that 
space can get cramped if 
the plane has other like- 
minded couples onboard. 

Aside from laying down 
deposits early to avoid dis¬ 
appointment, Keith also has 
one other important bit of 
advice: “don’t let your 
guests boss you around. 

“They tend to want a say 
in where they’re going and 
what they’re doing. But it 
really is ultimately your 
wedding, so at the end of 
the day, it’s up to you.”

Alberto Alvarez, who

Quinoa With 
Balsamic 
Vegetable 
Kebabs 

INGREDIENTS: 

2/3 cup quinoa, rinsed 

1 2/3 cups hot vegetable 
stock, made with stock 
cube 

2 x 250-g packages 
roasting vegetables 
2 tbsp sunflower oil 

2 sprigs of fresh thyme 
200 g can corn, drained 
1 tbsp butter 

125g frozen peas 

250 g marinated tofu, cut 

into bite-sized cubes 

1 tsp mild chili powder 

3 tbsp chopped fresh pars¬ 
ley 

2 tbsp balsamic vinegar 


2. Meanwhile, push roast¬ 
ing vegetables onto eight 
metal skewers, brush with 
oil and scatter with some 
leaves from thyme sprigs. 
Place in shallow roasting 
pan and season. Roast 10- 
12 minutes or until 
vegetables begin to soften. 

3. Stir corn into pot of 
quinoa and add butter, 
peas and tofu. Add chili 
powder. Cover and cook 
gently 5 minutes. Remove 
from heat and leave to 
stand. Add parsley and 
fork through. 

4. Drizzle balsamic 
vinegar over kebabs and 
return to oven to roast un¬ 
til just tender. Serve with 
quinoa. 

SERVES 4 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Place quinoa and 
stock in large pot; add 1/2 
tsp salt and ground black 
pepper. Boil, then cover 
and simmer gently 10 
minutes.
